Indeed thUi Bpcctaculnr try-out of 


new theories on iho military "proving 
ground" no»r "Wlncheator may bo said 
to bt» tha iry*talfixation of tho scheme 
which has lon^ boon laklnB form for 
a roorKanlsuvtton of our cavalry. 
The 
average cltl-ion may not bo aware of 
It but Undo Bam*» cavalry is orgfan- 
tzctl and drilled on plans radically 
different from those followed by every 
9thcr military power In tho world. 
Some of our unique Yankee idcns In 
thla rcHpect are dletated by the ox- 
coptlonal conditions thnt obtain In our 
vast country and probably they will 
alwaya bu adhered to, but' for some 
ye^rs paat Che conviction has been 
Rrowlnjf with many of Undo Sam's 


brlKhtoet oiilcerg that perhaps certain 
forol(rn nations had some Ideas that 
w« could copy, and llkoly could Im- 
prove upon. Or, at least, they argued. 
Undo Sam owed tt to himself to thor- 
oughly investigate foreign practice 
and BOO whether there was aught that 
wag good in U. 


Accordingly the members of the Cav- 


alry Board, whjch \f a sort of board 
of directors for our mounted 'troop*, 
wont to Europe and tho Orient and 
spent some months In studying for- 
olgn 
cavalry 
organizations. 
They 


studied the German cavalry during the 
manotjuvprs near Hanover and they 
studied tho Jtussltina and tho Japo.n- 
cao and other-alien organizations and 
they came homo full of Ideas and 
eager to try thorn out on tho Ameri- 
can troops. That was several months 
HKO and nil tho while thoso cavalry 
exports have been busy formulating 
their plans and putting their -ideas on 
paper. 
Now,-thanks to tha camp In 


tha Shcnanclonh, tha cavalry sharps 
nro to have a "chanco to abandon tho 
unsatisfactory ; expedient of proving 
their logic by moving chessmen about 
a board nnd instead will have oppor- 
tunity to Bhlft a full-nedgod 
force 


hither and thither on a make-believe 
battloHold under all tho conditions of 
actual warfare. 


Ono thing- £hat should perhaps be 


mttdo clear Is that this mobilized force 


within hail of tho Shennndoah River 
la to bo uaed as what might be termed 
a testing: laboratory of tho cavalry 
and not merely for the demonstration 
of a new way of doing things lhat has 
boon duly approved and adopted. The 
cavalry exports are becomingly modest 
about their now theories- They have, 
in the Jiffht of the object lessons they 
had abroad, projected certain new 
"wrinkles," but they ara by no -means 
sanguine that theao new-fangled the- 
ories will work out with American 
fighting men operating under Amer- 
ican military condition* and to dis- 
cover what is ffoofl and to d tacard 
what Is bad in the light of a practical 
every-day test IB tho object of the odd 
UfisemblagQ 
on flJi old 
Civil 
"War 


stamping ground. And because there 
Is such uncertainty as to the outcome 
the Cavalry Board has prepared not 
merely one tentative plan "but a num- 
ber ot alternatives. 


Tho cavalry organizations which 


have been ordered to the Shenandoab. 
comprise tbo best drilled troopers In 
our army and ihero la method In that 
also. 
For tho purposes of their ex- 


periments tho- members of tho Cavalry 
Board wish that troopa ohallscomo to 
tho camp thoroughly vorued In all tha 
present drill regulations oJ! our mili- 
tary establishment. Thus when tt de- 
tachment is instructed in the tenets of 
a new system and la brought out on 


th.6 fl«ld to gt> tfcroijgli the new rou- 
tine right aJonaarid* of a detachment of 


l jitrentrtb. that to following the 


old-time procedure It IB figured that 
It ought to b* reasonably apparent 
to tho on-looking officers which, of tho 
two plans Is the best Incidentally all 
the troops engaged in tho drills will 
in tirno become so familiar with the 
two or more systems employed that 
they could, in time of war, readily 
change one to the other if it should 
be necessary. 


The broken country which lies with- 


in eaiy distance of the camp site in 
the Shenandoah will also make It pos- 
sible to demonstrate what formula is 
best lor hjindllng cavalry In such en- 
vironment. A largo share of the re- 
cent cavalry operations of^the U. S. 
Army have been In Texas where the 
theatre of action IB Just about as level 
as any army could hope to find in time 
of war. 
Tho oflicOrs have, this past 


year or two, learned a number of new 
thVnsa about handling troops under 
such conditions but they are also 
keen to figure out ways and means 
when cavalry movements nru&t be con- 
ducted In Irregular country Huch as 
was the case during th.e Civil War. 


Linked with the tirill reg-ulatlons to 


bo subjected at Winchester to a proof 
very much like that of the traditional 
pudding, are various cavalry adminis- 
trative problems, if they may bo ao 
denominated. For example, it is de- 
sired to find out by tho most practical 
methods Just how large a command 
a cavalry captain can handle to the 
best advantage and b.ow many such 
units may be directed advantageously 
by 
ix colonel—the conditions in all 
cases to be those of actual warfare. 


The foreign army officers 
who will 


be present'—and there will be a num- 
ber of such spectators if tho govern- 
ment decides to offer no objection— 
will probably bo most interested In the 
trial to be made of our cavalry in. dou- 
blo ranks. At present the American 
troopcrn are the only ones In the world 
adhering- to. the-old single rank system 
and advocates of a change liavo long 
argued that whereas Individually tho 
American trooper is the beat mounted 
soldier In the world, he has been 


hopelessly harn31c*pp*d \tf 
ot>*oiet« 


features of organization. It will be 
well worth watching, th*r*for*. to •«« 
what account the Y&nk«« horacznen 
grive of themselves under th* *up- 
posedly Improved condition*. 


It la not too much to jKrophftoy that 


the outcome of the mUttmrr "fnunmer 
school" in the Shenandoab. will be a 
sweeping reorganization of our whola' 
cavalry system. If the forecast came* 
true the disclosures of the next two 
months will result in sending- to the 
discard a system ot organisation 
which was forced upon th» cavalry 
arm earno two-score years a^o, being- 
copied from the then exletlnv In^ 
fantry organization and which, bow- 
ever, well it may be adopted to the 
needs of bodies of foot toldlerm, doea 
not fill the biU for tho mounted fl»ht- 
ers. 
Under thla old plan a cavalry 


regiment, nlllce to an Infantry regi- 
ment, consists of tw«lv» companies, 
apportioned in four battalions of three 
companies each, but all that will, it 
IB a sate hazard, be permanently 
changed when the Cavalry Board 
jnalcefi Its report and recommenda- 
tions upon tlia doing* tn Northern 
Dixie this summer'. 


On the part of th« leading cavalry 


officers there is hop* that the test 
•campaign in. the BHeaamloah. and the 
rehabilitation of the mounted service 
which will follow 1% -wttl nava y«t an- 
oUier outcome, namely a revival of 
popular Interest and pride hi tb« XI. S. 
Cavalry. 
Whan, a few years ago th'e 


automobile made Itn appcar&nc» In the 
military field an impression grained 
currency that the Jiora* waa to be 
r el e (rated to 'the background, 11 not 
completely eliminated, and tb.» public 
seemed to lose interest In what had 
long- been and is today ta* moot apec- 
tacular branch o£ our military organ- 
ization. 
Latterly, however, it has 


come to be realized that ther* la yet 
and probably alway» will' be a very 
important ploc* in war operations that 
can only be filled by tha armed horse- 
men and !tf IB expected that tn* Im- 
pending rejuvenation, of our cavalry 
will do muc?i to revive popular en- 
thusiasm for the Tanke« troopws— 
the world's best military rough riders.
